“War¬ 
farin” is the name of a chemical 
being added to the rodentIcldcs 
tegislereii under Ihe Pest Control 
F-i'odu.'Is Act administered by the 
Departmorft of Agriculture's Plant 
Product'- Division at Ottawa

belongs to On same group of che¬ 
micals now us"d In m'-dionl sci- 
i nee for preventing blood riots 
after operations. According to the 
scientists the new chemical caus¬ 
es bleeding so thal w hen rats cat 
enough corn meal or other bait 
containing it, they will eventually 
bleed to death internally. 

Said to he odourless and taste¬ 
less. Warfarin cannot be detected 
in the bait hy ints. It is also ef¬ 
fective for controlling mice. *

Occupants of the razed buildings 
were warned lit time to escape, al- 
; b.mgli some lost all personal be¬ 
longings. 

According lo Miss K. Bell. Lo¬ 
mond telephone operator, the ni- 
arm was first given by six-year- 
old Bobby Fraser, son of Mr: and 
-Mrs. Alex Fraser. The hoy was 
sleeping in his room almost a 
block from the Canadian Cafe, 
where the fire started, when he 
smelled the smoke coming in uv- 
open window and woke his par¬ 
ents. Mr. Fraser went out to lo¬ 
cate the fire while Mrs. Fraser 
i ailed the telephone operator. Miss 
Fell immediately began calling 
village and country residents and 
I efore long a bucket brigade of 
more than 1(H) persons was forni- 
t d, with water being hauled from 
nearby sloughs. 

The fire fignters were'directed, 
by R.C.M.P. Constable Gordon 
Hacking of Lomond and Corporal 
Jack Hurst ol Vulcan, ’ihe buck¬ 
et brigade an() the town’s only 
liie-fighting equipment, a chomi- 
i al wagon, were used successfully 
in preventing the spread ■ ol the 
fire to a lumbei yard, the Pool 
elevator and tile post office, with 
flames starled by sparks from th* 
tindoc-dry burning buildings being 
quickly smothered. 

Fortunately, oniy a - light wind 
was blowing al the time, and this 
factor saved most of the town 
from going up in flames. Untouch¬ 
ed by the fire were the Commer¬ 
cial Hotel, the I.OO.F. Hall, th > 
Community Hall and garages and 
machine agencies;

II is understood that only on- 
or two of these business places 
carried full insurance. Ihe others 
carrying partial insurance. Il is 
expected that rebuilding will be¬ 
gin immediately. 

About 15 persons were left 
homeless by the blaze, but all 
have been given shelter by Lom¬ 
ond friends. 

Members of Ihe Vulcan Red 
Cross disaster committee visited 
the hnrd-hit town on Monday and 
offered the help of their organi¬ 
zation. Rev. E. A. Justice, vice- 
president of ilii- local Red Cross 
branch, -headed th*' group, which 
included Rev. O. H. Rollis. Mrs. 
W. S. Hill and Mrs. A. G. Snxliy. 
tdl of Vulcan. They arrangM for 

supply ot canned milk for Ih*' 
use of halites on formulae lo he 
s'til from Vulcan and slocked at 
the Lomond Post Office and will 
give anv other emergency- aid 
needed. 

Frost Bros, owners of the de¬ 
stroyed Red .i- Wliile store, have 
already brop :ht in n stock of 
groceries from la'lhbridge and 
Calgary and have set up a temp¬ 
orary store in Ih" I.O.O.F. hall to 
supply Ih* ne"ds of local resi- 
d< nts. All grocerv stores in the 
town were completely deslroyed 
by Ihe fit '. 

This is the second time in less 
than a year 'h it Lomond has been 
bard hit hy ftre, a $40,900 blaze 
completely destroying ttho Lom¬ 
ond Service Garage last fall. •
